TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


The Trustees herein present their forty-first annual report: 
this gives in detail the receipts and expenditures for the past 
year. The reports of the sub-committees, herewith submitted, 
point out the work done in advancing the aims of the Institute, 
and suggestions are also made for some changes in the future. 

For the past few years, owing to a decrease of income, the 
appropriations to the Lyceum and Library Committee have been 
somewhat curtailed, but this enforced economy has in no way 
detracted from the efficiency of the Institute ; a closer scrutiny is 
exercised in selecting books for the library, and the sums ex- 
pended for lectures have been less than were paid for the con- 
cert courses, and we believe this change in character of the Ly- 
ceum is more in accordance with the spirit of its founder. 

This season the Lyceum Committee has given us a most ex- 
cellent course, the lecturers being among the first in their call- 
ing, and their subjects have been interesting and instructive ; in- 
creased and appreciative audiences have been the result. 

It has been suggested that a few lectures on purely scientific 
and technical subjects could be advantageously introduced in a 
course, as, no doubt, there is a class in our community who are 
interested in the subjeCt of economics. 

The past year, at an expense of about seventeen hundred dol- 
lars ($1700,) a most excellent reading room has been provided 
by the Trustees. This subjeCt had been agitated for several years, 
but many of the Trustees could not see the way clear to recom- 
mend a plan that would not involve a large expenditure of 
money, but a committee was appointed consisting of Rufus H. 
Brown, F. C. Merrill and P. H. O’Conor, to have plans and es- 
timates made for the construction of a reading room, the plans 
were accepted and an appropriation made, the room is now 
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completed and has been in use for several months; we think this 
committee used excellent judgment in every detail, and we now 
have a reading room adequate for many years to come. 

We would suggest to the Lyceum and Library Committee 
that steps be taken to keep the reading room open several eve- 
nings in the week, until 9 o’clock, ami Sundays, at such hours as 
they may deem advisable; this would call for only a moderate 
increase in help and running expenses of the Institute, and as 
we have income sufficient for this improvement without en- 
croaching upon the Qtfaai deeteiKi ten 1 m •( »«■ 1 1 k* flowirofttf 0 will 
gi\e this subject prompt consideration. 

J he employees have attended to their duties in a manner ac- 
ceptable to the 1 rustces, and the young men who are fortunate 
in obtaining situations in the library, cannot fail to receive great 
henvlitN by being in contact with its educational influences.

TO THE TRUSTEES OF PEABODY INSTITUTE : 

In accordance with prescribed custom, the reports of the va- 
rious departments of the institution are respeClfully submitted for 
the consideration of your board. 

It will be seen from the Librarian’s report that the circulation 
of books has maintained a satisfactory average in spite of the long 
time during which the library was closed. The per centage of 
fiction is remarkably low, and a taste for more substantial mental 
diet is manifest. The Library Committee have exercised a close 
and faithful scrutiny of all the new books added to the library, 
and have had a full sense of the importance of the duties they are 
selected to perform. 

The executive work of the library has been very thorough. 
The books are kept in good condition, and there is a notable ab- 
sence of defaced volumes or torn bindings. Some years ago, 
writing and marking in books was a source of annoyance and 
irritation. To-day no such evil exists, and whether the culprits 
were silly pedants or ill-conditioned boys, their practices no 
longer torment the reader. 

The new reading room has been in successful operation, and 
adds much to the comfort of the visitors and patrons of the li- 
brary. The committee in whose charge the project was planned 
and completed, deserve the thanks of the reading community. 
The changes in the library room give opportunity for compaCt 
and systematic work in delivery. 

The leClures have been well attended, and with the changed 
conditions, have been as successful as the ordinary leCtures of 
to-day. 
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The Eben Dale Sutton Library has had during the year many 
accessions of rare and unusual interest. The committee has 
shown commendable judgment in the selection of new books. 
It is earnestly hoped that the reading public will manifest a more 
lively interest in this department of the Institute. The treasures 
therein contained are open to all, and the old world and the new 
have added to its wealth.

In the reports *>t tins Committee t«>« imnl years, attention 
lias been called to the necessity of providing a larger and better 
Reading RoOfl) for the use .>t tin* pOtfOBS Of the Library. Dlll'- 
M &!• foogf contomplotod fl ri most desira- 
ble improvement boo been made undet the supervision of a Com* 
mitteeof the Trustees. 

H\ utilising the <» 1 d Committee room end adding to it about 14 
teet token from the main library room* 0 huge end well propor- 
tioned apartment bee been obtained, }<» tret long and about 19 
feet wide. 

1 bb has been fitted with shelves for the recept ion of the books 

<>t relet <COOe and maga/mes, and puwidcd with a mple tables and 
co mfort able chairs. In the day time it is, through the faulty 
construction < >t the building, somewhat deticient in light. When 
illuminated m the evening by the gas jets with which it is liber- 
;df\ supplied. It praeente a meet cheerful and inviting appear- 
ance and is in every way attractive. 

A librarian's room bos also been conatntfody r.j feet by 10 1-2, 

by taking further space from the main library room. This fills 
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a long felt and most pressing want. In addition to these changes, 
the front door of the Institute building has been opened for the 
use of those who visit the library. Large lights have been 
placed in this door, and in those communicating with the Read- 
ing Room and Library and add greatly to the attractiveness of 
the whole interior. The work upon these alterations was begun 
on the 1 6th of April, 1892, After a short time it was found to 
be necessary to close the Library, and this was done on the nth 
of May. On the 18th of July the work had been completed 
and the Library was reopened on that date. 

To accommodate the books taken from the space occupied by 
the encroachments upon the Library, two new V alcoves were 
built and set up in line with those already upon the easterly side 
of the room. These will carry about 6000 volumes and provide 
ample shelf room for the growth of the Library for some time to 
come. They have also relieved the crowded condition of the 
shelves in some departments. 

A modern and very convenient delivery desk has also been 
provided. 

By all these improvements and additions a long step forward 
has been taken in modernizing and utilizing the facilities the Lib- 
rary offers, and the year 1892 may well be marked with a red 
letter in our calendar. 

Taking into account the fact that the Library was closed for 
nearly ten weeks and practically inaccessible, for two or three 
more, the falling off in the circulation of books for the year 
was not so large as might have been expected. The total for the 
year ending Feb. 1, 1893 was 27,786 a loss of 7,144 as compared 
with the year before, or a little more than 20 per cent. It is in- 
teresting to note the circulation of books in the department of 
fiaion suffered the greatest loss and has still further declined 
until it reaches only 68 per cent of the total. Is this because 
those who read mainly for amusement are less persistent and in- 
terested borrowers than others? The purchases of book for the 
Library have amounted to 676 volumes, 92 more than last year, 
and the gifts and bound volumes of magazines number 124 
making the increase 800 books. Deducting the missing and 
worn out volumes we have a total of 30,832 books in the Libiaiy 
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ry at this date. In the selection ol hooks youi committee has 
continued in the rather conservative yet liberal method that has 
been followed with us for so many years. In closing the report 
some suggestions as to the future seem to oiler themselves. We 
have no accurate method ol ascertaining the number of persons 
who use the Reading Room. It seems to your chairman who is 
a constant visitor at the Library that there has already been a 
notable increase in this direction. This is especially the case on 
s.ituivi.iN mnipp when thi Ubnuj U kept open until 9 o’clock. 
The question arises whether it is not desirable to extend the 
time of closing to that hour for some other days in the week and 
possibly for all. Of course this will entail more expense for 
lights and fuel and possibly for service. It seems inevitable 
however that as time goes on we must spend more money in the 
administration of the Library and less proportionally in the in- 
crease of the number of books. 

Again in modern town Libraries every effort is made to in- 
terest the citizens individually and personally in whatever the Li- 
brary contains relating to then callings Ol purttlite. If these ef- 
forts are put forth, they necessarily involve the expenditure of 
moot} for clerical work, printing, pottage, etc. It will be 
money well spent if it brings the Library into closer contadl 
with the every day life of our people and makes its influence for 
good among them more strongly felt.
